The subject was reparoled on 5/8/2003 and was reporting until 8/13/2003 when he was last in the 
office and was instructed to report back on 8/20/2003. He failed to report and the supervision officer 
began attempting to locate the subject. The subject could not be located however on 10/7/2003 the officer 
spoke with his employers who stated that the subject had last been seen on 9/12/2003 when he picked up 
his check. He did not return. The subject was then considered to be in loss of contact status. He was then 
arrested on 12/1 1/2003 after police observed him aggressively requesting money fi-om people as they were 
parking their cars. Based on his loss of contact status as well as his new arrest, the supervision oflBcer 
requested the warrant on 12/19/2003. The warrant was issued on 1/8/2004 and executed on 2/9/2004. 

The violations are administrative and the reparole guidelines are 8 to 12 months. A release after 
the sendee of 8 months is recommended. 

If subject declines the expedited proposal, I recommend subject remain in custody pending a 
local hearing.
